7 FORTS IN THAMES ESTUARY 
GUARD APPROACHES TO LONDON 


LONDON, Oct. 2 (AP).—The 
Government revealed today that 
seven forts bristling with guns, 
built on concrete stilts in the 
Thames estuary, have guarded the 
strategic sea-born supply route to 
London since 1942. 

It was from these forts that 
Hitler’s planes, attempting to sow 
mines in the estuary in an effort 
to cut off London from sea-borne 
supplies during the early days of 
the blitz, met terrific ack-ack fire. 
The forts’ guns fought off Ger- 
man planes planting acoustic and 
magnetic mines and broke up E- 
boat attacks on assembling coastal 
convoys. Later they were used 
effectively against the robot 
bombs and as bases for sea rescue 
boats. Each is manned by 60 to

Where do they live? They are to be found 
in all states, but more particularly in the 
South. 


In 1940, no state above the Mason-Dixon 
line had less than a 65 per cent turnout of 
voters. Qn the other hand, the average 
turnout for the 16 Southern states was only 
34 per cent. 


Non-Voters in South 


Yet, while 16 million of America’s 30 mil- 
lion non-voters in 1940 were in the South, 
the crucial Northern states had more than 
enough apathetic voterg to have upset the 
balance between the Democrats and Re- 
publicans. 

For instance, over +2,000,000 citizens in 
New York State alone were not sufficiently 
either their privilege or 
duty to vote. Roosevelt's margin of victory 
in the State was only 224,440. 

In fact, seven large states (New York, 
Pennsylvania, Illinois, Ohio, Massachusetts, 
New Jersey and Missouri) with a total of 
209 electoral votes—which coald have tipped 
the scales in the Republican favor—just 
got into the Roosevelt column by such slim 
margins as 51.2 per cent and by no greater 
margin than 53.5 per cent. 


Could Have Turned Tide 


These seven states accounted for almost 
9,000,000 of America’s non-voters. A mere 
1,050,316 of these could have made the Re- 
publicans the victor in the electoral col-

The National Opinion Research Center, 
University of Denver, has secured some in- 
formation as to who these people are. In 
general, the typical non-voter has a grade- 


school or high-school education; he or she * 


is a oe American under 40 years 


of age and is in the lower economic level. 


Here is a further fact of considerable 
significance—too many native Americans 
take their citizenship for granted. Those 
with both parents born in the United States 
showed a smaller percentage of voters than 
any others. 


Easy tolerance seems to be at work on the 
non-voter—he isn’t mad at anybody. He is 
not disgusted with politics—on the con- 
trary, he is generally satisfied with the 
way the country is being run. The non- 
voter usually can’t see anything wrong with 
the caliber or conduct of politicians. 


Is the non-voter reluctant to participate 
because of his ignorance? Evidently, yes. 
In most cases, percentage of non-voters 
without opinions is roughly double that of 
voters, 


Percentage Is Increasing 


Although this picture may seem dismal, 
there are some glimmerings of light. Ever 
since the 1924 presidential election, which 
provided the first opportunity for all wom- 
en to vote, there has been a gradual in- 
crease in the percentage of eligible citizens 
voting. 

Two decades ago, 48.8 per cent of all 
eligibles voted. In 1928, voting increased 
to 57 per cent of the adult citizen popula- 
tion. The 1932 vote was again 57 per cent, 
but slightly above that of 1928, In 1936, a 
total of 61 per cent of all potential voters 
went to the polls. In 1940, 62 per cent voted. 


Out of all this emerges one startling fact 
—the man or woman who normally does 
not vote is the one who holds the balance 
of power in the United States, If either 
political party can find some way of get- 
ting even a small percentage of the usual 
non-voters to the polls—that party’s candi- 
date will sit in the White House in 1945.

It is the great 
bounty of the twentieth century, and should 
be made available to the utmost, 


For agriculture, as well as for towns and

NY food that can be stuffed 

with some other food usually 

has great appeal. This is cer- 
tainly true of stuffed peppers, and 
especially with the stuffing is a 
tasty meat mixture. Much nourish- 
ment can be packed into these 
pepper cases. Peppers stuffed with 
liver and rice are rich in iron and 
also vitamins A, B and C. When 
using liver in such stuffings, it is 
important that the liver be diced 
small and that it be kept below 
the surface of the stuffing. Any 
exposed liver will become so dark 
and dried out that it will mot be 
appealing to either the eye or 
palate. If your family won't eat 
liver, you can best disguise it by 
grinding in the food chopper and 
then increase the onion. Follow 
the same idea of keeping the liver 
mixture under a blanket of rice so 
that it may keep moist in the 
cooking. 


Liver Stuffed Peppers. 


Four slices bacon, one-half pound 
liver (sliced), salt, pepper, two 
tablespoons minced onion, one-half 
cup rice, one cup water, two cups 
tomatoes, one-half teaspoon sugar, 
two tablespoons .minced celery 
leaves, four green peppers. 


Pan fry the bgcon. Remove and 
drain on a ‘bent paper. Re- 
move tubes and skin from liver. 
Season with salt and pepper and 
brown on both sides in the bacon 
fat, about seven minutes. Re- 
move and when cooled, cut into 
small cubes. Add the onion to fat 
in pan and saute until soft; add 
all remaining ingredients except 
peppers; bring to a boil, reduce 
heat and simmer for 30 to 40 min- 
utes or until rice kernels are ten- 
der. Add the bacon, broken into 
small pieces and the liver. Mean- 
while, parboil the green peppers in 
boiling salted water for five min- 
utes. Drain and fill with the rice 
mixture. Place in a bake dish and 
bake for 20 minutes at 350 de- 
grees. Four servings.

“COUNTRY SUPPER PLATE: 


F SUNDAY mid-day is still the 
time for a roast of beef in your 
house, as it is in most houses 
the country over, you certainly 
want to serve a supper meal as 
nearly point-free as possible. In 
New England that problem would 
always be solved by a pot of baked 
beans, as it was in my childhood. 
As a result I had to take several 
years out when I didn’t look a 
baked bean in the face before I 
could begin liking them again, and 
I still like them least of all on 
Sundays! oe | 
Sunday supper time igs a very 
nice moment of entertaining 
simply. A basic plan of a hot soup 
followed by a salad is excellent. 
It’s just the amount of food that 
people want. It’s well balanced. 
It’s always well to have good, 
basic soup stock in your refrig- 
erator, and not hard to achieve, 
either. You should almost always 
have a covered jar of vegetable 
juices saved from cooking your 
daily vegetables, too. Either. of 
these serves as a fine basis for 
invention in the matter of soups. 
One can of.any sort of soup you 
happen to have handy can change 
the character of your basic stock 
completely. Seasonings, ditto. 
For the salad? I especially like 
to prepare “planned left-overs” 
in the form of extra cooked vege- 
tables for a day or two before. 
They are kept, tightly covered, in 
the refrigerator and mixed with 
mayonnaise and a dash of salad 
herbs just before serving in a bed 
of crisp lettuce. I often used 
stuffed eggs to garnish such a 
vegetable salad, and incidentally

One-half cup corn meal, one- 
half cup cold water, two and one- 
half cups boiling water, one-half 
teaspoon salt, one-half cup raisins, 
one-half pound bacon, one table- 
spoon flour, one and one-half cups 
milk or water. 

Mix corn meal with one-half cup 
cold water. Gradually add with salt 
to boiling water, stirring con- 
stantly. Cook, stirring, five min- 
utes or until thickened. Place over 
boiling water; cook 30 minutes, 
stirring occasionally. Add raisins, 
Pour into greased mold; chill un- 
til firm. Fry bacon slowly until 
browned; roll up each strip into 
curl, Keep warm. Slice the corn 
meal mush about a quarter of an 
inch thick. Dredge in additional 
corn meal or flour; fry in bacon 
fat until golden brown on both 
sides. Keep warm. Blend flour into 
drippings. Gradually add milk or 
water, stirring. Cook slowly, stir- 
ring constantly, until thickened. 
Arrange bacon curls and corn 
meal mush slices on platter. Serve 
with gravy. Serves four to six.

RIDAY morning in New York 

city I visited two studios to see 

portraits of my husband. The 
first portrait, done by J. W. Der 
Quistgaard, seemed to me very in- 
teresting. It had been painted en- 
tirely from photographs, but the 
artist explained to me that he had 
not tried to do a factual likeness; 
rather, he had tried to give the 
impression of the man as he 
thought of him. On the whole, 
the likeness was excellent, though 
the President's face is more heav- 
ily lined today. 

The other artist, Andre Duren- 
ceuu, is a mural painter, but his 
portrait was a very small one. 
Also done from photographs, it 


“was not quite so good a likeness, 


though a very interesting painting. 

In the afternoon I went up to 
the Jules Laurents studios at 2291 
Broadway, to see an exhibition of 
war paintings done by men in the 
army, and lent by the War Depart- 
ment to the Treasury Department, 
The Treasury Department plans to 
send this exhibition to movVing pic- 
ture theaters all over the country 
so that we Americans may see 
what the artists in our armed 
forces have seen and recorded. 
These paintings are a record of 
history—history which our boys 
are still making day by day. These 
paintings will help future genera- 
tions to know what war is like. I 
think they will also mean a great 
deal to our own generation, since 
we at home need all the help we 
can get to understand what war 
is really like. 

In this collection of paintings 


and drawings, I think the painting 
whieh means the most to me was 
that of a soldier sleeping, done by 
Set. Albert Gold in England _ be- 
tween May, 1943, and February, 
1944. The utter weariness of the 
figure, the boys face in repose so 
Sensitive, all drive home to you 
that there are inany hardships in 
war besides the periods of actual 
battle. 

I was, of course, particularly in- 
terested in the water colors by 
Sgt. Olin Dows. They were done 
in England, too, and I especially 
liked “Crossing the Stream by Rope 
Bridge.” You may remember hav- 
ing read that Sgt. Dows not only 
paints, but brought in 50 prisoners 
single-handed not long ago in 
France.. He is 40 years old, and 
is one of our neighbors here in the 
country. His murals in the post- 
offices in Hyde Fark and Rhine- 
beck are of historical interest, and 
add enormously to the charm of 
the small stone buildings where 
we collect our mail. 

I came back to the country Fri- 
day night, and am sorry that I 
must leave here this afternoon.

HE establishment of a fund for 
T the promotion of research in 

physical medicine by Bernard 
3aruch is a forward looking step. 
Mr. Baruch’s father preached the 
value of physical medicine, man- 
aged by his crusading to establish 
departments in that specialty in 
most New York hospitals and in 
many others over the country, and 
persuaded the medical profession 
of the value of massage, heat, 
cold and electricity in the treat- 
ment of disease, 

But it is still a neglected sub- 
ject. Every hospital as soon as it 
opens establishes a drug room, but 
only one in 20 sets aside a place 
for physical therapy. The doctor 
you call in for such ailments as 
lumbago, sciatica, pleurisy, a cold, 
or a pain in the abdomen reaches 
at once for his prescription pad, 
but seldom rolls up his sleeves to 
give you a massage or apply a hot 
or cold compress. And how often 
does he order physical treatments 
that can be given only by experts 
—mMmassage, diathermy. Kvery 
home has a medicine closet, but 
the only implement for physical 
therapy. likely to be found in the 
average American castle is a hot 
water bag. Once in a thousand 
times you find a sun lamp. 

Yet here is a whole armamen- 
tarium of treatment which is im- 
mediate and powerful in their ef- 
fects, which never, as is the case 
with drugs, create a habit and 
which leaves no disagreeable after 
effects.

BUT YOU WILL SAY, it re 
quires special and expensive ap- 
paratus. Not at all. The best form 
of physical therapy can be given 
in any American home with a 
well appointed bath room, : The 
procedures can be done by any 
intelligent house mother with no 
more instruction than is required 
to tell her how to give the medi- 
cine which doctors are so lavish 
in prescribing. 

What conditions are proper for 
the application of physical ther- 
apy? Well, it is: (1) the best 
treatment on earth for a common 
cold—nasal douche and chest com- 
press. (2) Far safer than @ ca- 
thartic, which everybody instinc- 
tively takes for a stomach ache, 
is the stupe, or wet compress. (3) 
The sovereign remedy for sleep- 
lessness; (4) and lumbago and 
muscular rheumatism; (5) head- 
ache; (6) fatigue—acute and 
chronic—such as neurasthenia—to 
name only a few. 

The methods adapted to home 
treatment are massage, exercise, 
the use of hot and cold water and 
electricity as exemplified in the 
sun lamp, 

* * 

TO SHOW HOW EASY it is to 
learn forms of physical treatment, 
[ will quote a famous passage 
from the works of Mr. Baruch’s 
father. He is speaking of the hot 
compress for abdominal pain: 

“I will simplify my apparatus 
by limiting it to a basin, two 
towels and a tea kettle filled with 
boiling water. Have the patient lie 
flat on another towel which goes 
under the hips. The majority of 
hot applications fail for one of two 
reasons—they are either too hot 
or toocold. Hot applications should 
be between 125 and 165 degrees. 
Pick one of your towels out of 
boiling water and place it in the 
other, and twist the two ends of 
the dry towel until most of the 
boiling water is squeezed out. 
Then, having anointed the skin 
of the patient with olive oil or 
vaseline, spread the hot wet towel 
over the abdominal surface and 
rapidly cover it with the ends of 
the towel he is lying on, pinning 
them together over his middle. 

“Usually in less than sixty sec- 
onds you will get a relief than can 
be obtained from no other appli- 
cation that I know of.” 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

A. L. P.: You recently stated 
that ordinary baldness was not to 
be confused with alopecia areatea 
which is a form of baldnesg that 
can be cured.
